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G Killed As 


Arctic Wave 
Sweeps Wes 


19 Missing; 44 Below 
Zero Recorded 
In Oregon

Nine persons were dead and at least 
19 were feared lost in snowdrifts to- 
day as a wave of Arctic weather swept 
over the western states, damaging 
crops and sending temperatures to 
new lows. 

Eighteen sheepherders were believed 
snowbound without food at Pleasant 
Valley, Nevada. A state highway crew 
battled through huge snowdrifts in an 
attempt to break a road through to 
the marooned men. Thermometers 
registered 22 degrees below zero at 
midnight Wednesday. 

The family of John Vargas, 24, was 
wiped out when fire, attributed to an 
overheated stove left burning while 
the family slept, destroyed their home 
at Hayward, California. The victims 
were Vargas, his wife and their infant 
daughter. 

Icy weather brought death to John 


Penyon, 21, who froze in his stalled | 


automobile at Butte, Montana. At 
Missoula, Horace Carter, 73, was burn- 
ed to death when a stove overheated 
his cabin. Another man was missing 
and feared frozen to death between 
Butte and Dillon, Montana. 

At Sonora, the body of Gus Ebson, 
44, was found by a skiing companion 
from whom he had become separated. 
Ebson was the victim of exposure and 
exhaustion, 

Mack Reese, 36, Dillon, Montana, 
was feared lost in snowdrifts. A car 
in which he was riding became Stalled 
on a highway and Reese set out for 
help. No word has been received from 
him since then. 

The mercury plunged lowest in the 
Northwest, and weather bureau fore- 
casters predicted little relief from the 
chilly blasts during the remainder of 
the week. Meacham, Oregon, recorded 
the coast’s low mark of 44 degrees be- 
low zero. Bieber, California registered 
34 below, and Tule Lake recorded 21 
below. Soda Spring experienced a 
minimum temperature of 20 degrees 
below zero. Alturas registered 33 de- 
grees below zero. 

In the San Joaquin Valley of Cali- 
fornia, school officials and health of- 
ficers ordered many schools closed in 
an attempt to check the spread of an 
influenza epidemic. Twenty-five per 
cent of the students enrolled in ele- 
mentary schools in Stanislaus County 
were reported stricken.

COUNTY FOR YEAR REPORTED 


The Farm Advisor’s report for the year 1936 shows that 463 farm visits 
were made by the Farm Advisor to 209 different farms, and that 1,462 office 
calls and 285 telephone calls, requesting information and assistance, were re- 


ceived during the year. 


Office calls and farm visits covered the following subjects: legumes and 


forage crops, potatoes, fruits, vege- 
tables, home beautification, forestry, 
agricultural engineering, bees, poultry, 
livestock, agricultural economics, foods 
and nutrition, sanitation, 4-H club 
work, community activities, rodent and 


predatory aimal control, the control of the appointment of Mr. and Mrs. T. 


of weeds and insects, soil conserva- 
tion, agricultural adjustment, and other 
miscellaneous subjects. 

One hundred and ninety-two exten- 
sion service meetings were held with 
an attendance of 4,543. These meet- 
included: 13 leaders’ training 
meetings, 10 method demonstrations, 
two 4-H club tours, 59 farm 
meetings, 7 project committee meet- 
ings, nine Farm Bureau _ Director’s 
meetings, 57 4-H club meetings, and 
other gatherings of an Extension na- 
ture. 

Altogether, the Extension Service in 
this county was represented at a total 
of 196 meetings, at which 4,997 per- 
sons were in attendance. 

Probably one of the most important 
and popular projects carried on 
through the Farm Advisor’s office, in 
Placerville, is 4-H club work. All ru- 
ral children, between the ages of 10 
and 21, have an opportunity to join 
these agricultural clubs, through which 
they receive valuable training in ap- 
proved farm practices, keeping ac-

Bosevelt Expresses 
Regret At Loss 
Of Bates 


WASHINGTON (lP—Sanford Bates, 
prisons, resigned. 


Bates’ resignation came as a sur-- 
prise. His post is one of the major 
offices in the Department of Justice. 

Bates’ views on prison parole and 
pardons several times have conflict- 
ed with those of J. Edgar Hoover, Di- 
rector of the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation. 

Hoover has been critical of parole 
methods—especially those followed by 
the states. Bates has been a strong 
supporter of parole systems, ° 

President Roosevelt sent to Bates a 
letter tendering best wishes and ex- 
pressing “sincere regrets’ that the 
government was to be deprived of his 
“fine public service.” 

During his regime as director of 
prisons Bates clashed repeatedly with 
Hoover. Bates always held that there 
was some good in any man, if it only 
could be brought to the surface, and 
advocated humane parole systems for 
all prisons. Hoover held that too len- 
ient parole boards were responsible for 
putting many criminals on the streets 
when they could better have been re- 
tained behind bars. 

Bates, former commissioner of the 
Department of Correction of Massa- 
chusetts, was appointed superintendent 
of federal prisons in 1929, one year 
later became director of the bureau of 
prisons and was reappointed to the 
same position in 1933.

ITTLE Jack Horner wouldn’t be 
content to “stick in his thumb 
and pull out a plum” {ff he could 
taste these pies! They would soon 
vanish, pastry, filling and all down 
to the last crumb.

Fresh Pear Pie 
Line a pie tin with. rich pastry. 
Chill thoroughly. Peel and slice 
into the pan, 6 late fall pears. Add 
a scant cup of sugar that has been 
mixed with 1 tablespoon flour, a 
dash of cinnamon, nutmeg and 


salt. Pour 1 cup thick cream. over |. 


the fruit and bake 40 minutes in a 
hot oven. 
Coffee Whip Pie 

This is a pie of the chilled va- 
riety that your family will enjoy 
occasionally. To make the crust, 
roll 1 cup vanilla wafer crumbs 
until fine. Mix with 3 tablespoons 
melted butter and % cup walnut 
meats, chopped fine. Press into a 
greased 9 inch pie pan and chill 
while you prepare the filling. 

For the filling soak 1 tablespoon 
gelatin in 1 tablespoon cold water. 
Dissolve in 1 cup strong, hot coffee. 
Add 2 or ¥ tablespoons sugar to 
taste and chill until slightly 
thickened. Beat with a rotary egg 
beater until fluffy. Add % tea- 
spoon vanilla to 1 cup heavy cream 
and whip until very stiff. Blend 
with the coffee gelatin and turn 
into the crumb crust. Chill for 5 
hours or until filling is firm. Gar- 
nish with additional whipped 
cream and nutmeats. 

Chocolate-Mint Pie 

Mix together % cup sugar, 3 
tablespoons flour and % teaspoon 
salt. Add 3 squares of chocolate 
eut in pieces. Add 1% cups hot 
milk, gradually. Cover and cook 10 
minutes longer. Pour over the 
beaten yolks of 2 eggs and mix 
well. Cool slightly and add % tea- 
spoon essence of peppermint. Pour 
into a baked 9-inch pie shell. Chill 
thoroughly and serve with flavored 
and sweetened whipped cream. 
Crushed peppermint stick candy 
sprinkled over the cream adds an 
attractive and tasty touch. 

Banana Rolls 

Make a rich pie pastry using 244 
cups flour, chill and roll thin. Peel

Pack 1 pint vanilla ice cream into 
a baked pie shell and spread on 
the cherry mixture. Serve imme- 
diately. If you wish a meringue 
may be heaped over the cherries 
and the whole pie slipped under 
the broiler for a few seconds to 
brown the top. If the meringue is 
browned quickly the ice cream will 
not have time to melt. 


Lemon Pie 


Beat well the yolks of 4 eggs 
with 2 cups sugar and 1 large 
tablespoon melted butter. Moisten 
3 tablespoons cornstarch to 3&8 
smooth paste with a little cold 
water. Put into the double boiler 
1% cups boiling water, stir the 
cornstarch into this and beat with 
an egg beater until smooth. Add 
the egg mixture, with the juice of 
3 lemons and the grated rind of 1. 
Cook, stirring constantly until 
very thick. Pour into a previously 
baked pie shell, and top thickly 
with a meringue made from the 
egg whites and 6 tablespoons fine 
sugar. Bake in a slow oven until 
the meringue is firm and light 
brown.

| Which Soup

There are thres main types of soup: 


clear soup, cream soup and chowder. 
The menu maker should carefully se- 
lect the right kind for the right place. 
Use a light soup for a hearty meal and 
a hearty soup for a light meal. Clear 
soup precedes a meal, while a cream 
soup or chowder may make the main 
course of a light meal. 

A clear bouiliion soup, or consomme, 
is little more than meat flavored water 
and yet it requires so many ingredi- 
ents to get the right mixture of flav- 
ors, that one might better buy bouillon 
cubes or 
to make it at home. If you wish to 
change the flavor or make it distinc- 
tive, heat it with a slice of onion or 
acd such seasoning as you like. Par- 
tially cooked diced carrots, string beans 
or peas might make it something dif- 
ferent. 

To make cream soups. one cooks 
vegetables until very tender and presses 
them through a sieve, then adds well 
seasoned white sauce. Canned vege- 
tables may be used or minced left-overs 
or vegetable pulp canned for infants. 
Canned vegetables usually need more 
cooking before they will go through a 
sieve. The most popular flavor is 
onion and the best results are obtain- 
ed if a slice of onion is cooked in the 
butter used for white sauce and then 
removed. Some cooks do not put the 
vegetables through a sieve, but cut 
them fine and leave them in the soup. 
The water in which the vegetable is 
cooked should always be added to the 
soup. Vegetables appropriate for 
creamed soups are: potatoes, onion, 
celery, cauliflower, carrots, spinach, to- 
matoes, peas, green beans and mush- 
rooms. 

Of bouillon one usually serves only a 
half cup, of cream soup, @ cup, 


stews, and bisques — which almost 


comprise the meal and of which one. 


expects a bowlful. 

Chowder is usually made of fish or 
shellfish, as oysters, clams, lobster or 
other fish. They may be stewed with 
milk, or vegetables may be added, and 
usually the seasoning is complicated 
and hot. 

Dried beans and peas are often made 
into soups and there are _ vegetable 
soups made with meat stock or bouil- 
lon cubes and vegetables. Soups should 
be served very hot and may be gar- 
nished with parsley, thinly sliced lem- 
on, cooked rice, macaroni, pimiento, a 
few grains of pop corn or a teaspoon 
of whipped cream on top.
